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WARSAW :: LAST 
HEROIC STAND 


Jews Fight to the Finish 
1,000 HUN CASUALTIES 


The last chapte- of the heroic defence of the 
Warsaw ghetto is told in two messages received 
through the underground channels of the Polish 
Government from the Central Committee of the 
Jewish Labour Movement ‘and the Jewish Nationa! 
Committee in Poland. The messages, one of which 
is dated April 28, and the other May 11, were 
addressed to Dr. 1. Schwarzbart and the late Mr. S. 
Zygielbojm. 

“ This is the dinth day that the ghetto fights back,” 
said thé message of April 28. .“ §.S. and Wehrmacht 
forniations are besieging the ghetto. Artillery and 
flame-throwers are being used, and acroplanes 
shower high explosives and incendiary bombs on 
the 40.000 Jews who still remam in the ghetto. The 
Germans mine and blast blocks of houses wherever 
there is resistance The ghetto is burning and the 
smoke. covers the whole city of Warsaw. Men, 
women, and children who are not burnt Alive are 
being murdered en masse 
“ The Jews fight back furiously and have killed 
and wounded about 1,000 of the enemy,” added the 
message. “ They have burnt down factories and 
atores of German war industries. The Polish popu- 
lation admires the spirit of the Jewish defence, while 
the Germans react to it with shame and rage. A 

roclamation to the people of Warsaw was issued 
the Jewish fighting organisations. 


“We who are Condemned to Death .. .” 


“ Only the might of the United Nations,” the 
message concluded,“ can offer immediate effective 
help. On behalf of millions of Jews murdered and 
burned alive, on behalf of the defenders and al! 
of us. who are condemned to death we call to the 
whole world. lt is imperative that powerful retahia- 
tion by the United Nations should fail upon the 
blood-ihirsty enemy alt once and not in some distant 
future. Our closest allies must understand the 
immense responsibility falling upon them through 
apathy in the face of tn unparalleled crime. The 
heroic. rising without precedemt im history of the 
doomed sons of the ghetto should at last awake the 
conscience of the world.” 

The message of May !1 confirmed the execution 
of the members of the Warsaw Jewish Council (as 
reported in Tue Jewisn Curonicte last wock), and 
reported that Engineer Klepfisz, a member of the 
Bund and described as “ one of the pillars of the 
armed resistance.” fell like a hero in the battic. 

lt added that the resistance of the ghetto con- 
tinued with but few strongholds holding out, The 
Jewish fighting organisations were showing grim 
determination and courage. “ Unspeakablie crucities 
are .being committed Dy the Germans Many 
defenders are being burnt alive, thousands were shot, 
and the others taken to concentration camps. House 
defences are being overcome after stiff resistance, A 
few thousand remain in the underground store- 
houses of the ghetto. Hand-to-hand fighting is going 
on in the shelters. The Germans are sheiling one 


block after another and setting fire to them. The 
water supply has been cut off by the police. Those 


who have fled are being shot when caught.” 
The message said that the remnants of the Jewish 
centres in the provinces are bemg wiped out com- 
pletely, It expressed amazement that the world 
was keeping silent in the face of these horrors, 


“Victory of the Vanquished ” 
A stirring account of the last days of the Warsaw 
ghetto was given on Tuesday in the B.B.C.’s * Lon- 


don Galling Europe “ transmission. The battle,” 
said the broadcast, “ will go down to history as one 


of the most tragic and yet one of the most heroic | 


chapters of the war.” The ghetto, it declared, became 
a citadel of the oppressed, “ The vanquished have 
— this victory, and the men who stood and 


fought have overcome in their impotence the crucl 


_ power of the Third Reich.” 


DEPORTED FROM SALONIKA 


Three thousand Jewish families have been 
Soames from Salonika to Poland, according to 
information received. in Cairo. The report adds 
that the Jews’ entire property has been confiscated. 

Salonika students recently demonstrated against 
Nazi anti-Jewish and anti-Greek orders. The 
demonstrators carried a yellow flag. 

The pro-Nazi press in Yugoslavia says that bands 
of Greek and Bulgarian guerrillas blew up railway 
lines in order to obstruct the passage of a train 
conveying a large number of Bulgarian and Greek 
Jewish deportees to Poland. Twelve of the guerrillas 
are said to have been captured by the Nazis and 
sentenced to death. 

Archbishop Germanos, of Thyateira, head of the 
Greek Orthodox Church in Britain, has denounced 
the Nazi persecution of the Jews. 


FAMOUS SOLDIER'S 
AMBITION 


Brigadier Wingate and | 


the Jews 


The whole country has this week been thrilled 
by the exploits of the commando column led by 
Brigadier Orde Wingate far into the Japanese posi- 
tions in the jungles of Burma, where they did a great 
deal of damage to the enemy and gathered an enor- 
mous amount of useful information. Brigadier 
Wingate, who is fast bécoming a legendary figure in 
the East, outrivalling the famous Lawrence of 
Arabia of the last war, was specially asked by 
Field-Marshal Wavell to undertake this task, for 
which the Brigadier had himself to train his troops 
intensively, 

What is not so well .known, however, is that 
Brigadier Wingate fitst really came into the limelight 
when, as a Captain and later as a Major, he com- 
manded the cager and daring Jewish “ commandos” 
for Jewish “counter-guerrilleros,” as Tue Times 
has referred to them) who became the dread and 
finally the suppressors of the Arab insurgents and 
mischiel-makers during the riots in Palestine before 
the war. The Jewish young men were confident that 
the j;ob could be done, and Major Wingate was 
equally confident that with them he could crush 
the rebels. Their confidence was not misplaced, as 
was seen the results, 


Interest in Jewish Matters 


It was from that period that Major Wingate really 
took a keen interest in Jewish matters and became a 
strong supporter of Zionism and the Yishuv, and he 
has also made an enthusiastic supporter of the 
Jewish cause of his wife, Mrs. Laura Wingate, who 
joined him at the time in Palestine (Mrs. Wingate’s 
mother, in Scotland, Mrs. Moncrieff Paterson, ts 
another keen supporter of the Jewish cause, and, 
with Major M. V. Hay, as reported in this paper 
recently, has founded a movement caled the Scottish 
Union for Justice to the Jews) 

Following on and arising out-of his Palestinian 
successes, a new secret jodD was assigned to Major 
Wingate when war broke out, and Coione! Wingate, 
as he became, was the man behind the brilhant 
campaign in Abyssinia which finally expeltied the 
Italians and restored Hailé Selassié to his throne as 
Emperor of Ethopia. The Colonel received pro- 
motion. to. Brigadier, besides being 
decorations. 

There is, however, another joh which the 
Brigadier is reputed to covet—and that is, to lead 
a Jewish Army in this war, fighting in its own right 
at the side of the other United Nations.

ANTI-SEMITES ARE 
HITLER’S ALLIES 
Nazi Paper’s Blunt Admission 


A leading Nazi newspaper has published what 
must be one of the most revealing editorial 
articles on Nazi tactics on the Jewish question 
that have yet appeared. It is entitled “ Anti- 


Semitism.” 

“ aa a may ask,” it says, “ why we talk 
so much about the Jews and ask whether this 
peeerem has not been settled at least in Germany. 

he people do not miss the Jews and they can 
hardly imagine now what contact with Jews is 
like, but the external process of purification must 
be followed by an internal one. Jewish pecwliari- 
ties and habits have penetrated more deeply than ts 
realised into individyal lives, The Jewish problem 
has become a world problem and this great struggle, 
which was started by the Jews, can only lead to 
victory or annihilation. There can be no peace 
between these two sides and therefore we pay great 
attention to any ion of the Jewish problem 
on the enemy's side. t only history knows to what 
extent anti-Semitivm among our enemies can change 
matters in oer favour. 

“ We know that our realistic attitude of anti- 
Semitism t about to become a world-wide move- 
ment,” it adds. “ During the Middle Ages anti- 
Semitism was very common, but to-day Germany 
has unleashed a storm in the world because she 
wants to clear her house of Jews, and meanwhile 
Jewry is becoming a world power. Jewry has got 
the war tt wanted, but as the war goes on there is 


increasing evidence of the enemy's recognition of © 


the Jewish problem which will increasingly inflec 


ace 
its future conduct.”

Fa- 
trusted with the defence of an important Russian 
posiuon, he not only held his ground in a battic 
which lasted 48 hours, but he launched a counter- 
attack which forced a strong German force fo 
retreat several kilometres. Anhough wounded, tlic 
young officer remained at his post throughout the 
action. The newly-created Alexander Nevsky Order 
is awarded only for outsiandingly successful caploits 

Hershel Grinberg has been awarded the Order Ot 
the Red Star for skilful leadership im an action on 
the North-Western Front. th charge of a small 
Russian patrol sent to reconnoitre a German pos 
tion, he attacked .superior cnemy forces, defeated 
them and destroyed thew position 

Emanuel Vilensky, one of the earliest settlers in 
Biro-Bidjan, has been awarded the Order of ithe 


Red Star for bravery in battic, and Chaim Levitan, 


also of Biro-Bidjan, has been awarded the Order 
of the Red Barner. 

The Chairman of the Council of the Lithuanian 
Soviet: Republic has warmly commended the cour- 
age and daring of the Jews in the Lithuanian 
Division. Sergeant Yankelvich, who, though twice 
wounded in a recent battic, refused to leave the 
front and by his example enabled his detachment to 
recapture a hillock which had been taken by the 
Germans, was awarded the Order of the Red Star. 
Another Jew in the Lithuanian Division, Lieutenant 
Mekhilis, bas been awarded the Order of the Red 
Star for assisting in the capture of two entire Ger- 
man battalions. Nurse Bluma Feigin, who helped 
to carry sixty-two wounded soldiers from the battic- 


field, has béen decorated with the Order of the Red 


Star. 

The Red Star Order has also been posthumously 
awarded to Battery-Commander Levin, who was 
in action. Levin heroically defended a Russian

WARNING TO FOREIGN: 
NEWSPAPERS 


. Mr. Bracken warned newspapers printed in 

foreign languages in this country against stirring up 
trouble among the United Nations during answers to 
questions by Mr. Mander and others in the House 
on May 20. 

“The Ministry of Information,” he said, “ is 
conducting an inquiry into the activities of these 
foreign language newspapers which are alleged to 
occupy themselves in attacking the Soviet Govern- 
ment. If this allegation is weil founded. we shall 
be in duty bound to prevent the hospitality of Great 
Britain being abused by journalists who seem to be 
more interested in feuds than in news. Meanwhile 
the Chief Press Censor has been instructed to regard 
their activities as falling within the Regulation 
which prohibits the cabling abroad of extracts from 
newspapers which are Tike! to cause disunity 
between the United Nations. is Regulation must 
also be applied to quotations from the Damy 
Worker which has given up a good deal of its 
space to vilifying the Polish Government. In these 
circumstances | am unable at present to lift the 
ban on the export of this newspaper.” 

The Home Secretary also answered questions by 
Mr. R. Etherton (Con., Stretford) and Captain A: 
Graham (Con., Wirral), the latter referring to 
* such open insults as are exemplified in the abuse 
of the President and Government of Poland in the 
Daty Worker of May 4, and in Mr. H. G. Wells’ 
article ridiculing General de Gaulle in the May 
number of Worip Review.” 

Mr. Morrison replied: I share my hon. friends’ 
anxiety that the relations between the United Nations 
should not be prejudiced by irresponsible attacks 
on Allied Administrations. The war-time powers 
conferred on me for suppressing publications are, 
as they know, closcly limited: but a careful watch 
will be kept, and [ trust that these questions will 
serve to direct the attention of the persons respon- 
sible for this mischievous propaganda to the dis- 
service they do to the cause for which we are all 
fighting 

Mr. Gallacher: Is it not peculiar that the Minister 
is very careful in his language when dealing with 
Fascist propaganda and very. yicious with his lan- 
guage when it is a question of the DaiLy Worker’? 


Freedom of the Press 


Miss Rathbone: Is it not possible’ that the Allied 
Governments, and this country, are already aware 
of the democratic priticiple that there should be as 
little interference as possible with the freedom of 
the press except in cases where it is likely to interfere 
with the war effort ‘or to give information to the 
enemy ? 

Mr. Morrison: The hon. lady's observation 
perfectly relevant, and { am sure it is understood by 
all the Allied Governments. 

Mr. Silverman: Do my right hon. friend's powers 
extend to papers published by refugee organisations 
and Governments in this country, some of which 
are themselves engaged in making unjustified attacks 
on Allied Governments? 


‘Mr. Morrison: As I understand it, my powers 


extend to any publications which come within the 
Defence Regulations, whether they are published 
under the auspices my hon. friend mentions or not. 
1 think the House should realise that propaganda 
is going on both ways. : 

Mr. George Strauss: As we are free to criticise 
our own Administration if it appears to be doing 
something which in our view is Contrary to the wat 
effort or to the best interests of the United Nations, 
surely we are free to criticise the Administrations of 
other countries? 

Mr. Morrison: It is quite true that the British 
public take the view that they have a right to criticise 
their own Government, and those engaged in it, in 
forceful terms from time to time. Therefore I have 
taken the view that I cannot lay down the doctrine 
that refugee Governments, or the Governments of 
other countries, are exempt from crificism, who- 
ever they may be. 


DISCRIMINATORY LABELS IN 
OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS 


Mr. T. Driberg (ind., Maidon) asked the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade on Tuesday if he had 
considered the summary of a debtor's statement of 
affairs, a copy of which had been sent him in which 
the debtor was described as a Jew aged 41 years; 
and if he would take steps to prevent the unnecessary 
introduction into official documents of discrimina- 
tory labels of a racial or religious kind. 

Mr. Dalton, in a written reply, said: I have seen 
the document to which my hon. friend refers. The 
description. of the debtor is based on a written 
statement made by him and I am assured by the 
official responsible that so far from desiring to 
create any-prejudice against the debtor, this descrip- 
tion ‘Was intended to relieve any misunderstanding 
among his creditors as to the reason for the debtor's 
financial misfortunes in Germany. I have, however, 
given instructions that unnecessary racial descrip- 
tions are not to be inserted in statements of this 
kind tn the future. 


JEWS AND THE POLISH ARMY 


Lord Wedgwood, in the House of Lords on 
Tuesday, asked whether commissions in the Polish 
Army in Gréat Britain were open to Jews, Ruthenes, 
Bielo-Russians, or Lithuanians of Polish nationality, 
and if so how many of each of these minorities had 
received commissions. 

Viscount Cranborne replied: I cannot give 
detailed information on this subject, which is the 
exclusive concern of an i *¢ependent Allied Govern- 
ment. I am informed, however, that commissions 
in the Polish Army are granted on a basis of pro- 
fessional qualification, and without regard to the 
religious faith or racial origin of the Polish national 
concerned.

Best Results Since War 


TREASURER’S NOTE OF CAUTION 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., the President of 
the United Synagogue, opened the proceedings of the 
Council meeting last week by referring to the Board 
of Deputies’ elections. 

Their great interest, of course, he said, and that 
of all their Deputies, was the interest of Judaism. In 
these days, surrounded by many material difficulties 
and political problems, a great vital, central posses- 
sion of Jewry was about to be submerged. He 
hoped that everyone who in any way represented 
the United Synagogue would take all the steps and 
care that could be taken to see that that great posses- 
sion was still kept.in the forefrent for all who were 
elected Deputies to the organisation that had the 
respanelelany of representing Jewry in their public 
auairs. 

This was a time, went on Sir Robert, when all 
religious communities had a great part to play, 
perhaps a greater part than for a long time. Every- 
one felt that the only basis on which a new and 
happier world could be buil: must be a basis on 
which religious interests and religious principles 
occupied, perhaps, a larger part than they had for 
many generations. Judatsm had a big message to 
give to humanity at such a time, and it would be a 


thousand pities if that messdge were marred or ~ 


diluted by any undue internal controversy. He there- 
fore hoped to see their great United Synagogue 
giving an example of the fine interpretation of 
Judaism in daily affairs which they called the Anglo- 
Jewish tradition—a tradition of mutual toleration. 
of public spirit, and of a determination to play their 
proper part as Jews in contributing to the welfare 
of the nation. 

Dr. M. Epstein (Treasurer) submitted the 
accounts for 1942 and estimates for 1943 of the 
United Synagogue, which were subsequently 
adopted. 


Budgeting for Decreased Revenue 


Dr. Epstein said it was satisfactory to report that 
the 1942 results were definitely the best in the war 
period, showing the Synagogue revenues at £96,950 
and expenditure at £92,000. The optimism of 1942 
did not, however, stem to have cxtended to the 
financial prospects of the Synagogues for 1943, for 
nearly all the Synagogues had budgeted for 
decreased revenue to the extent of almost £10,000, 
whereas their estimates of expenditure showed a 
tendency to go up. 

One cause of the larger income of their Synagogues 
in 1942 was the increase in membership, the figure 
for the year being 11,490, as compared with. 10,749 
in 1941. Another was that a good many of the 
arrears which had been outstanding for several years 
were Cleared off during the year. 

Out of their 21 Constituent Synagogues, 19 
actually had an imereased revenue in 1942 as com- 
pared with 194]. Only two, Synagogues failed to 
improve their revenue position 
gogues which in the past had been described as 
* assisted " Synagogues, were successful in 1942 in 
increasing their revenues: the percentual increases 
in some cases being very satisfactory mdecd 

In these circumstarices it was possible in 1942 to 
maintain the normal practice in dealing with local 
Synagogue finances. Thus, one result was that, 
for the first time since the war, all the Synagogues 
were able to meet their full obligations for the year 
im respect of the capital mivanced {rom the central 
funds. 

The satisfactory state of affairs also rcesulted in 
ten of the Synagogues having a final surplus not 
only at a higher level than last year’s but even at a 
level higher than in the last pre-war year. Two 
advantages directly resulted from: the improved final 
surpluses: one was that the Synagogue Religion 


lasses benefited directly to the extent of half the 


surplus, unless the surplus was very small, and the 
other. that the Ministers’ Salaries Auementation 
Fund was entitled to one-tenth of ail final surpluses, 
which in 1942 brought the Fund approximately 


£170 
Special Grants 


The improvement in their general financial situa- 
tion allowed the Treasurers last autumn to recom- 
mend to the Council the making of special grants 
to the full-time salaried officers of the United 
Synagogue amounting in total to a little over £5,000. 

Just before the war their liquid capital resources 
had become depleted because it had been their 
policy to assist in building new Synagogues and in 
extending and enlarging existing ones, despite the 
fact’ that this necessitated their borrowing from 
various funds. The recovery in 1942, coupled with 
the restriction placed on building, had enabled the 
Honorary Officers to begin repairing the consider- 
able breaches in their capital resources. 

Of the Commitiee Accounts, perhaps that of the 


Welfare Committee called for brief comment. With . 


the migration of population back to London, special 
welfare work in East London had been greatly 
developed, and from the 1943 Estimates it would be 
seen that a further extension of those beneficent 
activities was anticipated. 


In the Burial Society's Account, two items were . 


worthy of mention. In the first place, m was felt 
that the Burial Society's contribution to the General 
Purposes Account for Ministers’ and other services 
which in peace vears had been in the region o 
£9.750, should be increased_to £11,000 so as to help 
cover the augmented expenditure by the United 
Synagogue on ministerial and other salaries. The 
other item was the appropriation out of this account 
to the Cemeteries_Fund in order to help build tp 
that Fund for the essential purpose of laying out 
land at Bushey as a cemetery (the Willesden Ceme- 
tery was filling up). 

This year for the first time they had been able to 
incorporate the account of the United Synagogue 
Group Membership arrangements in the actual 
Budget. The number of Groups had grown from 
14 at the end of 1941 to 22 at the end of 1942. The 
cost to. the United Synagogue had naturally risen 
proportionately. In examining this account the 
Council should bear in mind, however, that against 
the heavy cost of those arrangements they. could not 
regard as revenue the income from those United 
Synagogue. members who enjoyed the facilities 
provided, since their membership contributions con- 
tinued to go directiy mio the respective 
Accounts. There was, however, another and ii

consideration in an evaluation of the worth of these 
membership groups: the religious comfort and faci- 
lities they afforded to Jews temporarily removed 
from their normal of resi 

Dr. Epstein a reference to the 13 District 
Synagogues, whose Treasurers were having their 
Budget- meeting later in the week. Those Syna- 
gogues, too, had shared in the genéral financial 
improvement which they had experienced in the 
United Synagogue during the year. Everyone 
of the District Synagogues shown an improve- 
ment in its revenue figures. 

After outlining some of the financial problems 
which would need solution after the war, Dr. 
Epstcin asked were there not many problems of reli- 

n and education which touched the life of the 

ommunity as well as of every one of its members. 
Was their communal organisation in its religious 
— the best possible? Were they as a Community 
taking thought sufficiently for their young people ' 

ere they forging strong links between their young 
people and the Synagogue? And. above all, were 
they fully aware of the tremendous responsibilities 
placed upon them as one of the few remaining 
influential centres of Judaism in the world? The 
United Synagogue was the oldest, the largest, and 
the most important organisation of its kind in 
Anglio-Jewry, and it behoved its members to give a 
lead to the whole Jewish Community of the count 
in the direction of spiritual and religious revival. 
One and all of them were concerned with the issues 
which the future might have in store, and one and 
all must cultivate a lively consciousness in this 
matter. 


The Primary and Paramount Doty 


In Jewish life and in Jewish tradition, it was the 
bounden duty of every Jew himself to know what 
was Jewish teaching, and not merely to rely in this 
regard on the knowledge of others. If knowledec, 
as indeed was the case, of paramount importance 
in Jewish life, then religious education was the 
primary and paramount duty of every Jewish Com- 
munity. In their own there had recently, happily. 
been a revival of interest in Jewish education. 
Religious education in their midst was better 
organised, and they now had specialists in the field 
who were an inspiration to teachers all over the 
country. 

Sooner or later the Community would have to 
face the financial aspect of this development, and 
face the problems of aqne form of other of com- 
munal taxation for the needs of the religious educa- 
tion of its children. 

If they desired to have highly qualified religious 
leaders, they musi be prepared jo provide them not 
only with a high-grade trainifig—as yet an ideal 
which had not been completely realised—but also 
with adequate cmoluments If they wanted a 
highly efficient system of religious education, they 
must be prepared as a Community to shoulder the 
financial burden involved 

After congratulations had been expressed on the 
appointment as a Judge of the High Court.and the 
Knighting of Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C., Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen moved that Mr. Neville Laski, K.C..

Mr. Lieberman announced that all matters in con- 
nection with Dr. Lichtigfeld’s appointment fas 
temporary Minister) had now been settled and his 
appoimmtment had been renewed and he thought 
would be renewed in due course every six months 
in accordance with the regulations. 

In his report, the Chairman said that the member- 
ship was now increasing steddily, and on December 31, 
1942, it was 540, as against 530 the previous year. 
Referring to the Cricklewood Combined Charities 
Fund, the speaker paid tribute to the work of Mr. 
Gerstler (whose idea it was) and Mr. Spector, who 
had become the Chairman of the Fund. 

Mr. Michael Schiff, in reporting on the Classes, 
said that in November, 1940, Jewish religious educa- 
tion in Cricklewood, Brondesbury, Willesden, and 
Dollis Hill, had entirely ceased.

“ Why art thou cast down, O my soul, and why 


art thou disquieted within me? Hope thou in 
God.” —Psalm 42.

But it 
has become so secularised, so divorced from the 
God-idea that the knowledge of God. as the 
ophets called the highest aim of the human mind, 
as ho meaning. If it still has a meaning, it is 
segarded as the mere object of the mystic or of him 
who finds God in blind obedience to the Law, and 
ia both cases such are despised by the ordinary man. 
It is no wonder, then, that the modern Jew has 
lost that sense of reverence which his ancestors 
taught the world. The Jew of old actually dis- 
Covered it. Prophet and Psalmist and Rabbi-—they 
vided life with a new meaning. At its best it 
to. them a very reflection of Giod, and. im thetr 
View, man only followed creation in his worship 
and acknowledgement of the One God.

Tue Jewrsn Curonicie during the last few months 
had told them that the Community was faced by the 
menace of the “Zionist Caucus”; that. the ~- real 
leaders were people of independent opinions who 
were being driven out by party officials and those 

enjoyed in engaging in public intrigue. But 
if they looked at Parliament, there the party of 
independence would be found at a discount; there 
it was taken for granted that people who shared 
opimons should combine in order to implement 
their views. Surely the Board of Deputies would do 
well to emulate the example of the House of Com- 
mons in this respect. 

The choice before the community was, in his 
opinion, Democracy—the wishes of the overwheim- 
ing majority of Jewry—-against the wishes of a few 
independent men, of individuals, however exalted or 
wealthy they might be. The path of independence 
had had a long run in the Jewish community of this 
country. Before the days of the Zionist “caucus” 
they had episodes such as that in 1917, nothing less 
than treachery against the Jewish people, when the 
leadership of the community opposed the Balfour 
Declaration. They failed ultimately, but they did 
succeed in having amendments introduced into the 


original text of the Balfour Declaration from which . 


they were still suffering. At the beginning of the 
Hitler crisis they had the tardiness of Jewish leader- 
ship in this country. The Jewish community de- 
manded a boycott at once and vigorous action: But 
none was forthcoming. They had in 1937 a number 
of Jewish leaders who combined and threatened to 
present a memorandum to the Government in 
opposition to the establishment of a Jewrsh State in 
Paiestine, while at the beginning of the war they had 
Jewish leaders running to Government departments 
and denouncing the project of a Jewish Army. . This 
was the golden age to which they were being invited 
to return This period of irresponsibility came to 
an chd with the clection of Prof. Selig Brodetsky to 
the Presidency of the Board of Deputies. 


Anti-Zionists “ Well Organised 


But it was a fundamental error to believe for one 
minute that the anti-Zionists or those who did not 
see eye to cye with the majority of the community, 
were’ not organised; They were well 
they were a weil-knit unity ; they had a clear, even 
if it was a pernicious, policy. But they knew that 
their strength lay in secrecy. They were endeavouring 
to lull the community into a sense of complacency by 
introducing false issues to divert attention from the 
crux of the problem. Hence they found to-day that 
there was in fact and in existence in the Jewish com- 
munity of this country an anti-Zionist front which 
for the sake of brevity he would define as extending 
from Sir R. Waley Cohen on the one hand to Rabbi 
Schonfeld on the other—a front which embraced 
the least religious, the Liberal Jews as well as the 
ultra-orthodox. But the object was the same. “It 
was,” declared Mr. Bakstansky,. “an attempt .to 
defeat Zionist policy, to throw out the present 
President in one form or another and to go back to 
the past.” 

What was the issue at stake ? At the Peace Con- 
ference, he was convinced, Palestine would be facing 
its most acute crisis in the history of the Zionist 
Movement.. The question was “Shall we be permitted 
to go ahead and re-create our people in its ancient 
homeland or shall.we be stultified 7°" That was the 
real crisis with which they would be confronted at 
the Peace Conference, for which they would have to 
prepare and which they must bear in mind when the 
determined the future leadership of the Anglo-Jewis 
community, as against the policy of the so-called 
independent leaders, one of whom, Major Gluck- 
stein, had told them he did not believe that the Jews 
were a people, but only a religious entity, and judging 
by Major Gluckstein, what an entity and what a 
religion | Major Giuckstein and his friends voted 
for the White Paper. The conception of the more 
extreme members of this group seemed to be that 
what they should strive for was to create a land fit 
for British Jews to live In. Some of them were in 
league with the anti-Zionists, if not anti-Semitic 
members of Parliament and they were on terms of 
great intimacy with former anti-Zionist officials of 
the Palestine Administration and a few had even 
acquired an anti-refugee complex.

In the 
first place, necded a proper cabinet of the 
community. cy had a President who came from 
the masses, who was their mouthpiece and who sought 
to do his utmost to realise the wishes of the Jewish 
had as his colleagues a number of very 
distinguished genticmen. But it was no secret that the 
present cabinet of the community did not pull to- 
gether or see eye to cye on fundamental issues. There 
was a vital division of opinion on policy within the 
cabinet which, he suggested, was very serious. What

That Committce was cletted jointly, 
and what was even more important, i had two 
Chairmen—the Presidents of the Board and of the 
A.J.A. He had a very high regard for Mr. Léonard 
Stein, but he was not the mouthpiece of the democracy 
of the Board of Deputies. Hf Professor Brodetsky 
forfeited the confidence of the Boartl, he could be 
turned out. But a vote of censure woukd have no 
effect upon the President of the A.J.A. The Board’

Delegation to Chief Secretary 


Mr. John Stuart Macpherson, Chief Secretary of 
the Paiestine Government, has received a delegation 
of the Vaad Leumi to discuss the question of the 
transfer of refugees from Europe to Palestine. The 
delegation, which was composed of Mr. Isaac Ben- 
Zvi and Dr. Abraham Katznelson, told the Chief 
Secretary of the deep anxiety felt throughout the 
Yishuv at the fact that none of the Jewish refu 
who are to be admitted under the present quota 
yet arrived. They pointed out that recent develop- 
ments in the Balkan countries had greatly increased 
the dangers threatening Jews there. 

The Chief Secretary was asked that steps for the 
transfer to Palestine of refugees from the Balkans 
be speeded up, as otherwise measures of rescue might 
come too late. 

Mr. Macpherson assured the delegation that H.M. 
Government as well as the Palestine Government 
were fully alive to the urgency.of the situation and 
were doing everything in their power to mect it.

PALESTINE MOVEMENT continued 


N.Z.0. SEEKS NO CHANGE IN 
MANDATORY 


It was reported recently that a demand had been 
published inthe U.S.A. by the New Zionist Organi- 
sation there for a change in the Mandatory Power 
for Palestine. A repudiation.of this report has been 
issued in London by Mr. A. Abrahams, head of the 
Political Department there of the N.Z.O. . “ Neither 
the members of the Presidency of the New Zionist 
Organisation nor the national branches of the 
organisation im different parts of the world have 
either raised or discussed the question of a change 
of the Mandatory for Palestine,” he states. 

Such a change, the statement continues, would in- 
volve major policy and would, in accordance with 
the decisions of the Presidency in London before 
Mr..Jabotinsky's departure for America in 1940 
seqguire a decision by the majority of the members 
of the Presudency, or a resolution by a world con- 
vention of the organisation, It remained the firm 
policy of the Political Department of the N.Z.0. 
to work for public support in this country and 
America for a clear plan of Jewish transfer from 
Europe after the war and resettlement in a Jewish 
State in Palestine with. the full co-operation. of 
Great Britain and the sympathetic suppert of the 
United Nations in general. 


LAG B'OMER CELEBRATIONS 


The Jewish children of Great Britain remembered 
the unfortunate Jewish children on the Continent on 
Sunday in a series of Lag b'Omer celebrations which 
were held simultaneously. in London, Liverpool. 
Leeds, Manchester, Glasgow, and Birmingham, 
under the auspices of the Jewish National Fund.

DISCUSSED 


Three-Point Plan for Essentials 


Our Jerusalem Cor dent gives a summing 
up of the present attitude of Jewish authorities in 
the Yishuv on questions particularly of post-war 
reconstruction in Palestine. He writes: 

The post-war face of Jewish Palestine, coupled 
with the development schemes which can be under- 
taken in war-time, represent problems on which the 
Yishuvy has begun increasingly to concentrate, 
especially in view of the Palestine Administration's 
announced intention to formulate post-war recon- 
struction plans. 

The Central Committee of the Mapai (Palestine 
Labour Party) has just elected a small commnssion 
with the object of formulating various plans for 
future economic development. The meeting heid 
last week in Tel-Aviv, with the participation of 
members of the Jewish Agency Executive and the 
Histadrut Executive and various economic leaders, 
decided to direct the general planning for the Yishuv 
along three main lines—first, investigating |t 

tentialities of the man-power absorption of Ere 
Visracl in the light of immigration needs; secondly, 
preparing plans for the transition périod after the 
victory from the war effort to peace-time activities ; 
and thirdly, devising comprehensive post-war econo- 
mic advancement. 

Foremost among the financial considerations, | 
learn, is a scheme to mobilise both public and private 
capital upon a co-operative basis for immediate 
essentials, which are the providing of large-scale 
irrigation for agriculture, public works, and housing 


construction. 


I am told that Mr. Shertok, while visiting 
England and America, became convinced that great 
financing possibilities among the English and 
American Jewries might become effectively har- 
nessed for constructive development, and he pro- 
poses that a strong Yishuv economic mission be 
sent to London and New York in order to stimulate 
investments in Eretz Yisrael upon sound commercial 
instead of semi-eleemosynary bases. Once a Jewish 
Palestine has been made a paying, profit-yielding 
proposition, it will buttress confidence among large 
sections of influential Jewish ‘investors to whom 
security is equally as important as sentiment. 

The feasibility of raising a large international loan 
of several. million pounds and also the utilising 
of post-war reparations as compensation for the 
plundered Jewish communities are among other 


generally emphasised amid all these 
economic explorations that plans must accord with 
the Zionist Movement’s official policy as prescribed 
in the Biltmore programme, and: moneys. invested 
must ultimately provide for large-scale immigration 
rather than the consolidation of existing enterprises. 


“TEARS OF PITY AND RAGE” 
Soldier's Pathetic Experience in N. Africa 


A Jewish soldier in the Eighth Army, Signalman 
S. Bendel, writing home recently, deseribes his 
emotions on meeting the pathetic remnant of one of 
the sorely tried and persecuted Jewish communities 
in North Africa after the Eighth Army had swept 
the Huns out of the district. He writes: 

“ | feel that I must tell you of my experience.of a 
few days ago. | happened to hear that the Jewish 
Chaplain was going to hold a service on ene 
morning in the Synagogue of a large town. 
managed to attend this service, and this is what 
found. 

“ The Synagogue is a very tiny and very ancient 
building standing amid the ruins of the town, which 
had changed hands for the third time, so you can 
imagine the extent of the damage. Apparently 
there existed a fairly large Jewish settlement cor- 
sisting of about 4,000 familics. About 40 families 
are left. The others were sent to a concentration 
camp some hundreds of miles away. The only 
reason the 40 families are left 1s because we récap- 
tured the town ‘before they were also sent to the 
concentration camp. 


Persecution’s Stark Reality 


* Before L went. to the service 1. went for a tour 


of inspection round the town. Now when oie hears 
of the anti-Jewish acts that are happening all over 
Europe at the present time they seem to wus in 
England rather hard to believe, and somehow 1tm- 
possible. Well, I came face to face with the same 
acts, and actually saw the scenes that before had 
seemed unbelievable. There were dozens of httle 
shops all bolted and barred, and written upon the 
doors in large letters was the word ‘Jew. This 

reality and not pictures taken in 
Germany. 

“ At the service the remnants of this once peace- 
ful and harmless settlement sat round the sides of 
the Synagogue and took part in the service together 
with the Jewish soldiers. About half-way through 
the service I could stand it no longer. e looks 
of absolute misery and hopelessness on the faces of 
this pitiful handful. of people, some of them 
separated from their famihltes «by the concentration 
camp, and all of them seemingly bewildered by 
events, went straight to my heart. To bring it more 
home io me, a littl boy about Tony's [the writer's 
own son] age and wearing a little tallis came and 
sat beside me and held my hand. I went outside, 
and am not ashamed to say, I turned my face to the 
wall and cned like a child. 1 wept tears of pity and 
rage. If a German had been standing there I would 
have felt no compunction in running him through 
with my bayonet. What crime had these people 
committed? Their only crime was the crime of 
being born Jews. I never want another experience 
mg, samy I shall remember that morning as long 
as ve, 
_“ When things at home, sometimes seem difficult 
to bear and you may have to bear hardships, then 
read this letter again and think of these poor un- 
fortunate people. Say to yourself, ‘ Thank God we 
are in England, where there is tolerance and justice, 


and where we are spared such experiences.’

TOTAL BAN ON DUTCH 
JEWS 


End of Amsterdam Ghetto 


It is reported that Jews have been forbidden, 
under a new Nazi order, to live in Amsterdam. 
With this new ban the free residence of Jews in the 
Netherlands has beea brought to an end. Hitherto, 
Jews had been allowed to remain in Amsterdam. 
The ghetto had been placed under Gestapo super- 
vision following the proclamation of martial law 
in Holland. 

Berlin has been demanding that the liquidation of 
Dutch Jewry be speeded up and masses of Jews 
are being sent across the border to unknown 
destinations. Most transports have come from the 
concentration camp of Vught, im South Holland, 
where the deportees are being replaced by Dutch 
patriots. Only a few Jews, mainly specialists, have 
remained in Dutch provincial towns. 

‘Orders for the arrest of Jews are carried out by 
the Dutch police only with the utmost reluctance. 
A Dutch constable, calling on a Jewish family, is 
reported to have said:.“‘ 1 have been ordered to 
arrest you. If I refuse to obey, not only I, but 
my children will have to suffer. Nevertheless I 
wont insist if you are not prepared to follow me. 
It ws for you to make your decision.” 


TUNIS JEWRY’S FUTURE 


The British authorities in Tunis have set free 545 
Jews who had been imprisoned by the Nazis on 
charges of anti-Axis activity. Exhibits brought to 
Tunis by the Nazis for an anti-Jewish cxhibition 
entitled “ The Wandering Jew,” to be opened on 
May 25, have been handed over by the Munici- 
pality to the local Jewish community as relics of the 
short-lived occupation of Tunisia by the Nazis. 

Genera! Giraud has officially announced the abro- 
gation of the Vichy Jew-laws in Tunisia and has 
restored the: rights of the Jewish Communal 
Councils in French North Africa. 

The Jewish Communal Council of Tunis has con- . 
vened a conference of all Jewish communities in 
Tunisia 9 work out plans for the revival of Jewish 
life. Representatives of the Jewish communities of 
Algeria and Morocco have been invited to partici- 
pate. 


BOMB OUTRAGE IN ORAN 
SYNAGOGUE 


Arab terrorists threw a bomb into the Great . 
Synagogue at Oran, Algeria, during the service last 
Friday evening. The Sen caused little damage 
to’ the building, but sixteen Jews were slightly 
injured. Five Arab suspects have been arrested in 
connection with the crime. 


“RESTORE CREMIEUX LAW” 
French Jews Call to U.S.A. Government 


A request for intervention with the French 
authorities in North Africa in support of the restors- 
tion of the Crémicux Law by which Algerian Jews 
were granted French citizenship in 1870, was sub- 
mitted to the United States Government by a dele- 
gation of French Jewish leaders in Washington last 
week 

The delegation, which was -received by Mr. 
Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary of State, claimed 
that the reasons invoked -by General Giraud in 
abrogating the law were not valid, and that the 
attempt to justify the abrogation as useful in climina- 
ting racial discrimination was not supported by the 
facts. The delegation was composed of M. Pierre 
Dreyfus, member of the Jewish Consistory of 
France, Maitre Henri Torrés, M. Paul Jacob, and 
M. Paul Weil. 


JEWISH HOSTAGES IN FRANCE 


_ Yielding to the pressure of the Nazis,.the Vichy 
Government is carrying out reprisals against the 
ro-Allied ciements in France by detaining as 
hostages Jewish families who have members serving 
in the armies of Generals Giraud and de Gaulle. 
Their property is to be confiscated. 


THE GENEROUS NAZI 


The Paris press has announced that the Nazi 
authorities’ during the last twelve months have 
handed to the French Committee in Aid of the 
Sufferers from Air Raids in the former occupied 
zone a sum of 135,000,000 francs. This is part of the 
loot realised from the confiscation and “ Aryanisa- 
tion “ of Jewish property and businesses, which 
prodyced 1,000,000,000 francs. 


U.S. RECORD OF AXIS CRIMES 


Colonel Frank Knox, U.S. Navy Secretary, in a 
speech to a conference of Christians and Jews in 
Boston last week, said: “ To you, Hitler and Tojo, 
and to those others who have gladly worked your 
brutal will, I say that we have kept a record, a long 
long record, of your crimes in Europe and in 
Asia .. . there will be a strict accounting for y 
bloody crimes against the philosophy of charity a 
humanity which is the basis of every great religion. 
We shall not forget the rape of Nanking, We shall | 
not forget the massacre of the Jews, and the perpe- 
trators of each new abomination will be noted in 
the record.” 

The hope that. the United Nations may solve the 
Jewish problem so that the Jew will enjoy equal 
status throughout the world is expressed in a state- 
ment sent by Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, 
to the Synagugue Council of America in connection 
with the period of mourning for the victims of Nazi 
m Europe which has been proclaimed 

y the Council. “ The Jews have long sought a 
refuge,” Mr. Hull says in his statement. ‘I believe 
we must have an even wider objective. We must 
have a world in which the Jews, like all other races, — 
will be free to abide in peace and honour.” 
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JEWS BANISHED FROM 
SOFIA 


All Jews must leave Sofia this week, according 
to a decree issued by the Bulgarian Minister of the 
Interior. Jews subsequently found in the city will 
be forced to leave Bulgaria. It is estimated that 
about 20,000 Jews are affected by this order, which 
Berlin radio says has been made because “ Jews 
have been among the leading black-marketeers and 
rumour-mongerers. 

The Minister of the Interior has also ordered 
the detention of leading members of every Jewish 
community as hostages as 4 reprisal for recent 
terrorist acts, whicn-the Gestapo and the Bulgarian 
police allege are fostered by Jews. s 

Three Jews have been sentenced to death in Sofia 
on a charge of having participated in an attempt 
to assassinate a pro-Nazi named Jankieff. Four 
other Jews were sentenced to life-imprisonment for 


complicity in the assassination. 


CROAT ARCHBISHOP’S FROT EST 


The Vatican has announced that the Catholic 
Archbishop of Zagreb protested strongly to the 
Croat Government against an order that all Jews 
and baptised Jews must register with a view to their 
internment. The Archbishop also preached a ser- 


mon in which he declared that no secular authorities 


and political organisations were entitled ‘to perse- 
cute people on account of their race or religion. 

Soon after the Archbishop's protest, the registra- 
tion order was rescinded. . 


SLUMP IN ITALY 


One sequel to the Allied victory in North 

Africa is that the shares of “ Aryanised ” Jewish 
concerns in Italy have lost their value, and that- 
— stock exchanges have stopped dealing in 
them. 
The Italian press has annougced the dismissal ~ 
from the-Fascist. Party of Senator Mesedgalia, who, 
it is alleged, displayed pro-Jewish sentiments in 
public. e Senator recently made a speech in 
which he deplored the Jew-laws in Italy and 
Germany. 

The Italian authorities have cammandeered all 
Synagogues in Rome as accommodation for the 
vast number of refugees from Alhed air raids who 
are flocking to the capital. A strong protest agarrst 
this desecration has been sent to the Government by 
the Archbishop of Rome, who declared that there 
was adequate accommodation in Rome for refugees 
without the Synagogues, and that this seizure con- 
stituted a hostile act against the Jewish religion. 


ELIMINATING LATVIAN JEWRY 


The Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee in Kuibyshev 

states that only 400 Jews now remain im the ghetto 
of Riga, the capital of -Latvia, following the mas- 
sacres of tens of thousands of Jews in a forest near 
the city. 

From Dvinsk, which once had a large Jewish 
population, ali Jews have been removed to the Riga” 
ghetto. Jacobstadt, Rezekne, Lyutsin, and several 
other towns are now completely “ judenrein.” 

The Nazis are thus achieving their avowed object 
of exterminating Latvian Jewry. Last autumn, the 

iga Nazi District Commissioner, Fust, urged 
Latvians to “ ensure the annihilation of the Jews.” 
His harangue was followed by the most appalling 
atrocities, and the deportation of Jews to the East. 


GHETTOES OF WHITE RUSSIA 


A Russian woman, Galina Kolomeizeva, who has 
reached the intetior of Russia from Minsk. has given 
a graphic picture of the conditions of the Jews in 
White Russia, where Jews are restricted to the two 
ghettoes of Minsk and Krasny. After the Nazi 
massacres, all the Jews of Bobruisk, Mohilev, 
Zhlobin, Gomel, and other White Russian towns 
who survived, were driven through the snow to the 
two ghettoes, many—especially women and child- 
rén—dying on dhe way. 

Several*thousand Jews from Hamburg, Vienna, 
Lodz, and other places outside Russia were also sent 
to Minsk. The number of Jews in this ghetto is 
rapidly decreasing as a result of Nazi executions. 
The Vienna Jews were removed one day and told 
that they would be handed over to Soviet Russia. 
Nothing has been heard of them since, and it Is 
believed that they, too, were massacred. 

Minsk also has a sub-ghetto for the “ privileged " 
Jews who are able to slave for the Nazis from 
dawn until late at night. They are mostly employed 
at carrying stones, bricks, and timber. 

But apart from the Jews in the ghettoes of Minsk 
and Krasny, and those in hjding in non-Jewish 
houses, there are large numbers elsewhere in White 
Russia. These are the Jews fighting in the guerrilla 
bands, and their hiding places are in the forests. 


A JEWISH SNIPER’S REVENGE 


Yusik Ziperson, a Jew, has received official com- 
mendation for his exploits as a Red Army sniper. 
His wife, child, and mother were massacred by the 
Nazis at Vitebsk, and Ziperson became a sniper in 
order to exact vengeance. He has already killed 104 
German soldiers, 


THE JEWS OF CHUVASHIA 


The Autonomous Republic of Chuvashia, on the 
central. Volga, bordering on the Tartar Republic, 
which before the war had no Jewish inhabitants, now 
has large Jewish settlements in the capital, Chebok- 
sam, as well as in the town of Yadrun and in several 
villages. The Jewish settlers consist of evacuces 
from Poland, the Baltic States and the. invaded 
Russian territory, who are now successfully engaged 
in agriculture and industry. The religious Jews have 
formed an orthodox community, with a Chazan and 
Shochet. The leader of the Jews is Dr. Drobner,. 
formerly of Cracow. The younger members of the 
Jewish settlers are at the front and a number of them 
have won decorations for distinguished service. 
Many of the Jews who are engaged in agriculture 
and industry in Chuvashia have also been decorated 
for their work; and.the local press is full of praise 
for the settlers. |

AXIS IMITATORS 
How Hungarians Persecute Serbs _ 


By ALEXANDER C. NIVEN 


Little publicity has been given hitherto to the 
persecutions by the Hungarians of the Jewish and 
non-Jewish inhabitants of the Yugoslav territories 
at present held i them. It is clear, from informa- 
tion which recently reached London, that conditions 
under Hungarian occupation are no less terrible 
than those under German occupation. - 

Wherever the Hungarians arrived,” says ong 
report, “ they started the murder of Serbs and Jews. 
In Sombor, hundreds of Serbs were slain, while the 
Priest, his wife, and his four children were hanged 
on the church steeple. From Sombor they went to 
Srbobran where there is practically not a Serb left. 
From there they went to Sirig. The inhabitants, 
having heard what happened in the other places, 
decided to defend their homes. The Hongarian 
military commander urged them to surrender, 
guaranteeing them their lives and freedom. When 
the defenders complied, the Hungarians opened fire 
on them with machine-guns, killing many of them.” 

It is estimated that between seventy and eighty 
thousand Serbs, including many Jews, lost their 
lives at the beginning of the Renenrian occupa- 
tion, In the Backa district Hungarians issued an 
order that all Serbs who had settled after 1948 must 


leave, on pain of death, and about 60,000 Serbs had 
to go. e Jews were ordered to pay 50 million 
dinars. Both the Germans and Hungarians looted 


the shops, and hundreds of lorries laden with stolen 
oo daily crossed the Hungarian frontier. . All 

ros and Jews between 18 and 60 were taken for 
forced labour and exposed to all sorts of maltreat- 
ment. Internment camps were set up in Novi Sad 
(where 12,000 lc were herded together in the 
open), Velika Kikinda, Begac, and Backa Topola. 

any of the internees have been killed, others were 
sent to the regions of Banat and Srem. Altogether, 
some 15,000 internees. are still in the camps. 


Prison Camp and Torture 


During 1942, the persecution of the Serbs con- 
tinued: Great pressure was put on Serbs and Jews 
to transfer their belongings to Hungarians. They 
were imprisoned and tortured unti! they agreed 
- If Hungarian. officers heard of a nice flat they 
mmediately accused the owner of espionage, 
arrested him, and took his property, which they 
usually transferred to Hungary. - 

When the Hungarian troops arrived in Serbia, they 
were poorly dr@jsed. Only a few of them possessed 
boots. They equipped themselves from the plunder 
of Jewish and Scrbian shops 
_ Hundreds of Serbs and Jews were murdered 
in Novi Sad around the end of January, 1942. The 
document states that babies had-their skulls smashed 
in by boots, or battered against a wall. Many people 
were taken to the river and pushed through the ice. 
Among the victims wete Dr. Pavias, a lawyer; the 
Brofhers IvkOvic, merchants: Dr. Kosta Trifkovic, 
Presidertt of the French Club, with his brothers Ivan 
and Relja: Mme. Matanovic; Dr. Stojan Bicanski 
with his wife and child; P: Jakovijevic, merchant; 
M. Papricic, judge; Ljubojevic, the owner of the 
firm “ Granc ''; Lazarevic (a farmer) with his wife, 
father, mother, two sons, and four.daughters; Vasilj 
Petrovic; and Josip Kohn. 

To excuse these atrocities, it was stated that 
measures had to be taken on account of Chetnik 
(guerrilla) activities im these regions 

Two days jater, over 1,000 inhabitants of the town 
of Nevi Bece) were slaughtered or drowned in the 
Tisa. . Similar slaughters occurred in the towns and 
villages of Gospodijinci, Nadanj, Djurdjevo, Ada, 
and Mol. tk is estimated that im the month of 
January, 1942, alone, 10,000 to 15,000 Serbs were 
killed. 

After giving many more facts about Hongarian 
atrocaties in Yugoslavia, the document ends; “ This 
is a terrible fate which has befallen the Serbian 
nation. But it has united them even miort, and 
stréngthened their patriotism and their confidence 
in the victory of our common cause.” 


WARSAW DEATH-ROLL 


A list of Jewish communal leaders and other 
prominent Jewish persons who have met. the 
death in the Warsaw ghetto-is contained in a report 
received by the Polish Government, says the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. The report does not mdicate 
the date or cause of death. .

not believe that great things can be ac ieved, 1 do not 
believe it is possible to rescue more than a few until final 
victory is won. 

The first two of these declarations were made by the 
Under-Secretary of the Home Office (Mr. Peake) and the 
last by the Foreign Secretary, in the refugee debate last week. 
They amount, if not to the passing of a sentence of death 
on the millions of Jews still surviving in Europe, at least 
to a pitiful confession of impotence to stay or avert the 
executions—surely the most ghastly moral tragedy in the 
annals of Christendom. 


Certain remedial steps were announced. They were 


limited in scope and came as a depressing contrast to the 
fervent demonstration of sympathy in Parliament a few 
short months ago, and also as a chilling anti-climax. They 
cannot fail to be received with bitter disappointment, for 
although much more of what is said to have been accom- 
plished at Bermuda had, in the interest of those concerned, 
to be kept from public knowledge, it could only, in the 
light of the despairing admissions above recorded, have 
been of small significance and could not have redeemed 
the general result from something approaching futility. 

Reading the official speeches carefully, indeed, there 1s 
room not only for disappointment but for surprise. The 
Bermuda conclave, we were emphatically assured, was to 
be conducted in an atmosphere of urgency. From this it 
was a natural deduction that it was to address itself, in the 
main, if not exclusively, to the intensely pressing question 
of immediate rescue. But, judging from Mr. Peake's 
speech, with its references to the “ world-wide” refugee 
problem affecting, as he said, 120 million souls, created by 
the bestialities of all aggressor nations and stretching 
over a quarter ofa century, the immediate need was 
largely engulfed in the greater problem. It is not to be 
“wondered at if a sense of the stupendous long-term prob- 
lem coloured the thoughts and the proposals of the 
delegates, and if it now leaves one with the unavoidable 
thought that perhaps all was not accomplished that might 
have Deen, for the caged Jews now hourly awaiting 
their doom. 


In all these circumstances there is imperative need for’ 


plain speaking. What we are witnessing to-day is the 
virtual abandonment of the Jews of the ‘Continent to their 
fate. It may be that, as Mr. Peake says, “every week by 
which victory ts brought nearer will contribute more to 
their salvation than any diversion of our war effort by 
measures of relief.” But it is equally true that every week 
that passes will render those measires belated and unavail- 
ing as regards those censigned to the fresh hecatombs of 
Jews that will be pried up in the interval. Furthermore, 
the very approach of defeat may well spur the murderers 
to fresh orgies of vengeance and spite, accelerating the 
achievement of their extermination purpose. 

It comes to this, then, that, whether the Allied Nations 
are in any way to blame or not, the Jews are to-day help- 
less in the crisis of their destiny and powerless to avert 
by far the greatest tragedy even in their blood-saturated 
annals. They can do nothing, and the United Nations 
can do “littl or nothing.” The massacres must go 
on. The Nazis fiendish plan proceeds. This is the stark 
appalling truth that ‘arrests our mind as we gaze out 
upon a ghastly situation. This is all that the world 
has to offer a people after its 2,000 years of unparalleled 
martyrdom. in face of it Jews are obliged solemnly to 
declare that the time has come to make a repetition of 
such a calamity impossible. If the world cannot save them, 
then, opee and for all, the Jews must be given the inalien- 
uman right to save themselves. Years ago, the 
present Prime Minister’ gave the solemn assurance that 
thenceforth the Jews would enter Palestine as of right and 
not on sufferance. That pledge was smothered in the 


mean treacheries of the White Paper. Craven, though — 


no doubt honestly-held, political fears in the last ten years 
prevented many Jews, including, it cannot be gainsaid, 
many thousands who have latterly been done to death, 
from finding security in their National Home. However 


unintended this result may de, the feeling of .remorse on 
account of if cannot be excluded from the truly sincere — 


human conscience—as when a man accidentally injures his 
weaker fellow. And—immensely to the credit of the thought- 
ful people of this country—this remorse is undoubtedly 
being experienced. Politicians of the “expediency ” 
schoo!l—as opposed to statesmen, with consciences—might 
do well to remind themselves of such things when looking 


forward to the distant days when they must render account 
_ of their stewardship. 


Then again, when an urgent and insistent clamour went _ 


Sram Jews for the. right 10 Sight own batde as 


Jews, surely the most primitive elementary right in the 
human charter, it was, again out of idle fears, virtually 
dénied them, to the accompaniment of assurances that 
others will bring them deliverance at séme date that no 
One can even approximately fix—in itself, a dishonouring 
proposition which can only fix upon Jews the brand of the 
pariah and proclaim them fit targets for contempt and 
massacre. Jewry can no longer afford the risk of such 
rebuffs and humiliations. It demands its rehabilitation 
as a nation, with the power to do ;or itself what the rest 
of the world cannot do and certainly has not done for it. 
It asks, at this long last, a place in the sun—one place, at 
least, “made safe” for Jewry. It demands a land in 
which it can shape its own destiny, a land in which it can 
work out its own policies in advance, so that its remnants, 


threatened once again in what must be for long and at 


best a confused world, will be shepherded in good time into 
a Jewish haven of refuge, and not become a sacrifice for 
a world cause and be caught like rats in another mass- 
murder trap. And that haven can only be the land 
promised by God and man, the land of Jewish hope. With 
that demand the Jewish people must be allowed to appear 
at the Peace Conference. It will not be much to ask of 
the assembled delegates—just a little bit of soil on which 
a tortured people can call its soul its own and lift up its 
head proudly among the family of nations. But the grant- 
ing of it will not only bring to an end a 2,000-year wrong; 
it will bring to the whole world release from what is really 
a harassing moral problem. 
In the beautiful dedication of his beautiful book, “David,” 
Mr. Duff Cooper has written: 
“ This book is dedicated to the Jewish people, to whom 
the world owes the Old and the New Testaments and much 


else in the realms of beauty and knowledge, a debt that 
has been tll repaid.” 


Just that. Words so simple and so direct, but with the. 


shining edge of a clean bright sword. Words that will cleave 
into the conscience of moral man down the ages and carve 
upon his heart the reckoning of his redemption from 
barbarism. The Jew has “ wandered “ enough. He is weary 
of begging help. He is tired of Evians and Bermudas. He is 
resolved not to retread the “ valley of the shadow of death.” 
His cry must be, and is,“ never again! ” 


NORTH AFRICA—STILL 


DESCRIBING a recent scene outside a French recruiting office 
in Tunisia, the Srar, last Monday, mentioned that the Jews 
amone the many yolunteers were met with the remark that Jews 
were not wanted. This extraordinary discrimination in a country 
in which, we have been assured, all such anti-Semitic con- 
duct had been ended unfortunately tallies with other items 
of information that have reached us. One independent 
"American: of high standing, for instance, describes the Jewish 
position in North Africa as frightful, adding that the few Jews 
who manage to be accepted for the French Forces feel as 
though they are in a concentration camp. And the astonishing 
revocation of the Crémieux Decree which granted the Algerian 
Jews Frengh citizen rights on the same basis as the French 
Algerian inhabitants, still stands. The reason given has been 


*that the Arabs did-not enjoy such rights and that it was undesir-. 


able to have the Jewish Community in a status superior to them. 
The Arabs, it will be recalled, were formerly offered those rights, 


but rejected them on religious grounds. Clearly, liberal principles 


dictate that the proper course would be not.to. depress 
the Jews to the level of the Arabs but to-reise the Arabs 
to the level of the Jews. No blame can attach to General 
de Gaulle in this matter. Up to now he has had fo 
official status in Algeria, and im any case his forthright 
declarations leave no doubt as to his own policy. It is other- 
wise, however, with General Giraud, whose. equally high pro- 
fessions seem strangely to contrast with what is actually 
happening. Before the expulsion of the Axis from North 


_ Africa anyone who camplained of. such. conditions as these 


was always told that the pursuit. of military victory must 
come first and the correction of such matiers would then 
follow. If, now that the military victory has been won, this 
discrimination is still to persist, when, if ever, it may be asked, 
will French principles of liberty, fraternity, and equality, and 
those for which the Allies are fighting, begin to prevail? And 
what guarantee is there that they may not be found equally want- 
ing in. Métropolitan France when the German invaders are 
ejected? This is not a matter merely for Jews; it goes deep ddwn 
into the whole post-war position. One hopes that the whole 
subject will be raised and the objectionable features rectified 


during the coming visit of General de Gaulle, and that sane 


and just counsel by the Allies, and particularly by the United 
States military authorities, will not be withheld. 


NOT IN UNIFORM 


“| CONSTANTLY see_ young Jews in. the streets who are in 
mufti; why.aren't they in the Army?” This remark~ is as 
familiar as it is pernicious, and it-comes not only from. ill- 
disposed members of the commdnity but from members. of 
the public who are by no means ridden with anti-Jewish pre- 
judice. <A letter, quoted by Captain Jeremiah Helpern and 
published in this issue, does, however, throw some revealing 
light on the matter. The writer, presumably a foreign-born 
Jew, is a skilled technician who éarly on in the war volunteered 
for the R.A.P. He was rejected, accepted, passed by the 
medical board, and then, without explanation, rejected again;

JEWISH ARMY THE SOLUTION 

Unper the present system, forejgn and stateless Jews car 
only become members of the Pioneer Corrs. No one, of 
course, would deny that that is a useful service. It was, for 
instance, Jewish members of a pioneer unit who hurriedly 


' prepared the effective defences at El Alamein when the British 


Army retreated there to defend the gates of Egypt. But high- 


. Spirited men naturally prefer the combatant ranks. Later on 


it is true, alien pioneers can, if approved, be accepted for the 
combatant units, but it seems that a good deal depends on 
finding O.C.s willing to receive them, which, for a variety 


.of reasons, by no means necessarily of an anti-Semitic 


character, they are often unwilling to do. In the interests not 
only of Jews but of domestic national harmony, the authorities 
will assuredly see the wisdom of putting an end to an invidious 


*practice. The day is past when considerations of security 


could be raised as an insuperable difficulty. The constant 
and growing demand for a Jewish Army in some form or other 
provides the complete answer to the problem. The Govern- 
ment have, unwillingly, grudgingly, haltingly advanced so far 
as Jewish battalions in the Palestine Regiment. This advance 


has been quite inadequate to meet the situation, but quife far — 


enough to destroy any logical objection to. further steps 
towards a Jewish Army. . 


CONFESSIONS 


Tue Secretary of the Zionist Federation was certainly frank— 
up to a point—in his reply to the strictures passed by this 
paper on some of the recent activities of the Zionist machine. 
Thus, while he referred to THe Jewish CHRONICLE'S com- 
plaints About the “ Zionist Caucus,” he did not repeat the 
heated denjals of its existence to which we have hitherto been 
treated from various sources and, in fact, clearly implied by 
all he said that the “ Caucus” was a fact. In more definite 
terms he accepted the further allegation made in thesé columns 

” wags out be. capture the Board of 
Deputies.’ “ Was that true?” he asked in a highly effective 
turn of oratory—adding, after a pause, the curt rejoinder that 
it “was perfectly. true.” So that’s that! . One card at least is 
laid on the table; and it now only remains for Mr. Bakstansky, 
or those others concernéd, to explain why they have joined 
up, for the purpose, with the Federation of Synagogues, what 
is the motive of the “ Federationers™ in entering the “pilot,” 
and how gentlemen of the T.A.C., a subordinate Committee of 
the Deputies, come to be implicated in a kind of conspiracy to 
kidnap its parent, and why gentlemen of the World Jewish Con- 
gress appear to be acting as a sort of bridgehead for all three 
organisations. Perhaps those bodies or rather those busy bodies 
therein concerned will themselves explain. At any rate we 
seem to have here not one but three or ‘four caucuses. all 
engaged, caucus-like, in an organised subterranean attempt to 
capture our chief lay organisation, and overthrow the existing 
order. The Community would be blind indeed, not to say 


silly, if it did not feel uneasy over this development, a develop- 


ment so potentially pernicious that all the rest of Mr. 
Bakstansky’s argumentation might justifiably be deemed almost 
irrelevant. And all the more so, seeing that the strategical 
assault is already on, judging from the numiber of applications 
from societies—many of whom have a strangely “ hopeful” 

look from the point of view of the Caucus—for fhe right to

. TALK ABOUT DEMOCRACY 


Mr. BAKSTANSKY makes many ingenious attempts to justify 
his actfon. In a democracy, he tells us, “a’gfoup of people 
who share the same policy tenaciously have every democratic 
right to seek to persuade their fellow-members that their policy 
is sound, and, if they secure the majority and their fellow- 
members see eye to eye with them, they are entitled to become 
the government of the Community.” But British Jewry, as 
such, is not and never has been a democracy in.any true sense 
of the term, as the somnolent apathy that has marked most of 
the present Deputies’ elections sadly proves. This is a hard fact 
which no amount of wishing, in which we join. with Mr. 
Bakstansky, will alter. In the second place, the object of 
the Zionisis’ move 1s not to exercise “the democratic 
right to seek to persuade their fellow members of the 
Board” of the soundness of their policy—a right which 
no one would dream of contesting—but to seize power by a 
secredy planned coup and, in the process, to transform and 
probably nullify the whole basis of existence of the Board. 
It is nonsense to say that the chgice before the Community is 
Democracy versus the wishes of a few exalted and/or wealthy 
men. It is a choice between communal freedom and that worst 
of undemocratic creations, the political machine, 


- Zionism itself has nothing of any substance to gain from 
such methods. But it has a dangerous amount to lose, in 
the shape of increased antagonism and alienated support, and 
as the most important movement in Jewry it must not be 
jeopardised by, frivolous excursions into local political tactics. 
To. gamble with Zionism’s future is to incur a terrible respon- 
sibility, Ome cannot hope to increase acceptance of Zionism 
in official quarters by turning the Deputies into a mere appan- 
age of the Zionist Federation or the Agency, for that would 

hat the Board itself would be reduced to-a nullity 
in official eyes and become largely discredited in its major 
task—-never more important than now—of acting as. the repre- 
‘sentative spokesman of the interests of British Jews and 
holding a brief for oppressed coreligionists, Zionism, we know, 
now faces a crisis, and the obligation to save it. rests upon the 
World Zionist Organisation in. which British Zionists are 
represented. It cannot be saved by installing in the seats of

FOREIGN JEWS OF MILITARY AGE 
Refused by the Forces 
From Captain JEREMIAH HELPERN 


To the Editor of Tue 


Sm,—The following communication which 1 
received the other day is, L have reason to believe, 
representative of a number of cases. | therefore 
believe H will be of interest to your readers. My 
correspondent writes 
Very often it is asked why there are forcign Jews 
of military age to be seen walking around in mufti. 
Why don't they join the armed forces to fight their 
itterest enemy? If would like te tell you my own 
mon which ts typical of many of those Jews in 
mufti. 


Right at the beginning of the war, at the outbreak 
of hostilities, 1 applied immediately for enlistment 
in the R.A.F. at an Acton Recruiting Centre. I 
was a strong and healthy man with a- good profes- 
sional training as an engincer-fitter, and | knew 1 
could do good service both to this country and to 
our Jewish tause. As I could not go to Palestine 
and there was no Jewish Army to join, | decided 
wot to wait and to enlist without delay. Since then 
i have continued the fight to be admitted to the 
British Army, but without any. success. Once, I 
actually reached the stage when they agreed to m 
enlistment and even passed me medically as A.1. 


More than that, my acceptance had been confirmed . 


by two letters, one from an M.P. and the osher 
from the Minister of Labour. The first reason given 


‘for refusing me was that | was in a Reserved 


Occupation. Later, this was withdrawn, as the 
Minister of Labour waived my reservation and 
allowed me to join. When I wanted temporarily 
to continue my work until | was called up. they told 
me it Was no wse Starting work as [ was liable to 
be called any day, and w the Air Ministry was 
asked for confirmation, they advised the same. 
About 24 months after passing my medical | was 
refused once again without any reason being given. 
I was still very dissatisfied, and appealed to the Air 
Minister, giving my cage in detail agd forward) 

copies of correspondence in my possession. But 


ewes flatly refused again. 


Of course, | considered it was quite 
mine was an individual case, although fF had not 
the slightest idea why my application was refused. 
I have since ascertained that my case is not the onfy 
one but that there are a number of similar cases in 
this country, of Palestine and Stateless Jews who 
were refused admission to the British Army. without 
any reason being given .

Book,” and Dr. |. W. Stotki on “ The School and 
the Home.” On Thursday, Dr. Morris lectured on 
“ Parents, Teachers, and Children,” at: the Jewish 
Porum, Rabbi Kopul Rosen at meer Last Sab- 
bath special youth services, conducted by the Bnei 
Akiva, Boys’ Minyan and Synagogue Classes, were 
held at the Higher Crumpsall and Central = 
gogues, and in the afternoon at the Oncg Shabbat 
of the Torah V'Avodah, Dr. Morris spoke on

At a special mieeting of the Jewish Education 
Board held last Sunday, presided over by ‘Mr. S. H. 
Steinart, J.P.. Dr. Morris, reporting on his visit, 
said he had been greatly impressed ¥ the fact that 
every public function held during Education Week 
had been crowded out. The most marked improve- 
ment was the increase in the number of children 
attending Hebrew classes. He found more alertness 
and attentiveness. The Deachers’ Training Class 
was making great strides; the high number of ten 
students were to sit for the next Teachers’ Examma- 
tion. The improvements were the result of the 

engthening of the Board, the appointment of Mr. 
Toda }. Slotki, and the co-operative effort by the 
different bodies working under the Board.

Keren Hayesod Campaign 


The Third War Appeal of the Keren Hayesod was 
launched in Glasgow last week by Mrs. Archibald 
Silverman, when she add a largely attended 
meeting in the Lyric Theatre. ' 

Mrs. Silverman deprecated the smugness and 
complacency of those Jews who did not want to 
have their placid existence disturbed by stories of 
suffering, misery, and tragedy endured by their 
hapless brethren. One thing was ceriain. As 
long as.there was tyranny and persecution in any 
part of the globe, Jews could not feel secure, 
whether they were living in America,, Britam, or 
anywhere else. .When the Jew learned the essentials 
of bemg a Jew through Zionism, and only throu 
Zionism, then they would have no fear of what mi 
happen on the morrow, because they would possess 
their own Diege of soil—Exretz Yisrael. 

Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P.. who presided, said the 
target for Glasgow had been fixed at £25,000. 

Speaking at a reteption given in her honour by 
the Glasgow Keren Hayesod Committee in the 
Jewish Institute. Mrs. Silverman said that while she 
had an unconqucrable faith in the future of the 
Jewish people, she felt that they must show to the 
world that they wanted to survive, If they wanted 
Palestine, they must will it, becatse no one would 

ive it to them. Other speakers were Mr. Fred 
ttler, Sir M. Bloch, J.P., and Mr. S. M. Lipsey. 

Mrs. Sifverman addressed the Glasgow Discussion 
Group'on “ The Question of Anti-Semitism. and 
the Question of Palestine as a Solution: It was not 
the lowly Jew who brought anti-Semitism to the 
fore, she said, it was the crawling Jew who did it. 
The Jew who believed he belonged to a proud people 
and had nothing to be ashamed of ‘was going to 
stand up and shout that he would have a home, and 
would no longer be homeless. Palestine meant a 
return to that which made us the people of the Book. 
and that was why she believed that the Zionist cause 
was holier than any other cause. In Palestine, the 
Jews were not.only building up something which 
would sustain them physically, they were con- 
structing something which would nourish the spirit.

CHRISTIANITY’S. RECORD 
IN HISTORY 


Dr. Singer’s Great Human Message 


The Christian Failere. By Caries Sincer, 
D.Lit., M.D., Hon. D.Sc. Gollancz, 3s. 6d. 


Reviewed by the Rev. Ephraim Levine 


Dr. Singer's eminence in the world of science and 
his scholarly works entitle him to a he when- 
ever his voice is heard. I would like to think that 
this latest publication will be judged by its contents 
and not be cast aside as an attack on the Christian 
faith. For it is not intended to assail Christianity, 
but rather to challenge the leaders and followers of 
doctrinal religion with failure to mould and order 
civilisation on its principles, It is a difficult course 
to steer, and | am not sure that the boat has been 
brought safely to shore. Nor will the cargo be un- 
loaded with enthusiasm. If the reader for whom it 
is intended will not allow himsecif to be deflected 
from its study by the title he will find enough food 
for serious thought. Amid much that is controversial 
there is a sad accumulation of truth unfolded with 
frankness and fearlessness as painful to describe as 
to recognise. 

The little book divides into two parts. Some 40 pages are 
oocupied with a bricf sketch of the dawn and develooment 
of scientific thought (science to be understond not in any 
narrow -senec. but as the discovery and clucidation of all 
aspects of knowledec) The amatewr will not find this 
@ificukh reading. This cxcursus seems to iced to the theory 
of some sort of religion of bumanity into. which all forms 
of science have poured their contributions, working together 
like a brotherhood concerned with the progress and welfare 
of the work When the systematiced religions have 
encountered this gcheral movement as new phenomena have 
apoecared from time to time. their failure to grasp the hands 
of new truths has tended to keep religion outside the life 
of the wortd instead of openime the door two wericome the 
new arrivals. The clash between science and religion. of 
which we used to bear so much, is a bogy. for science doe 
not oppose feligion. interprets it. and even welcomes it, 
as a member of the brotherhood Incidentally, Dr. Singer 
amicipates the naive rejoinder that the progress of 
scientific discevery thas helped man in the celerity and 
ability he has revealed to destroy hemanity. Science.is not 
the criminal, bat the real criminal is man. who has wantoanty 
prostituted the powers for human advancement and turned 
them into instrumcnots of destruction This tendency; becom- 
ing more'and more cvident as our civilisation advances, docs 
mot scem to indicate any sustained humanising influence flow- 
ine from 20 centuries of relwious guidance Man ts the 
cuiornh Why civilisation. which calix iteci{ Christian. should

Profession and Practice 


The seoormd’ part of the book does not give the answer 
which will be welcome to many readers.

“Why Did the Churches Tarry 7?” 

I cannot follow Dr. Singer whoichcariedly in this part of 
his work. “Truc. the awakening on the part of the Christian 
conscience has been tardy. The years between 19351 and the 
present day call for explanation. Why did the Churches 
tarry in their condemnation of crime -which strikes at the 
very root of their civilisation? Perhaps the apologist will 
provide the answer. As a Jew I must welcome the many 
evidences of human love and sympathy which bave distin- 
guished Church teaders and their flocks. Nor can I ignore 
the fact that in this campaign to rouse the conscience of 
the nations & is the Churches which icad and not the 
politicians.

HAMPSTEAD GARDEN SUBURB 
An Anonymous Document 


Reference to’ an anonymous document which had 
been distributed in connection with the election of 
officers was made by Mr. B. Birk, Warden, presiding 
over the annual meeting of the Hampstead Garden 
Suburb Synagogue, This “ ticket,” as he described 
it, had necessitated the Hon. Officers’ issuing a 
circular to counter ut. The anonymous document 
had urged members to vote for certain nominees, 
and the Hon. Officers circular, after pointing out 
the worthlessness of anonymous communications, 
stressed the fact that the Synagogue knew no 
“ party ™: the sole “-ism ” for which the Syna- 
gogue existed was Judarnm.” 

The annual report submitted by the Chairman 
stated that there were 3457 members, including assessed 
members and 30 lady members in their own right 
The Sabbath attendances while on the whole satis- 
factory, still left room for improvement.

REFUGEES AND THE DEPUTIES 


1 am bemused by your editorial note to my icttcr. As a 
matter of history, I believe that the Board of Deputies of 
“ Britieh Jews ateumed the latter part of ts mame when 
it added to the Sctardim, who were its ofiginal constitucnts, 
representatives of Ashkenasic Jewry. So. too, the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews took its name. a century 
ago, becawse comprised both Ashkenasim and Scfardim. 
and not. as is cxpressily stated in the preface to its Prayer- 
Book. because recognised distinction between lows who 
were British subjects and alien Jews. The Board of Deputics 
represents, in fact, the Jews who are in Britain and who all 
owe loyalty to the Crown. whether they are British subjects 
or resident aliens. Many of the Synagogues. which are the 
Principe! constituents of the Board, include many, in some 
cases probably a majority. of Jews who are im law alicns. 
There is no foundation for the idea that the Board of 
Deputies represents Jews who are British subjects rather than 
who ate in Noaman Bentwice.

w Councils are stated to have been set up m 
half-a-dozen London boroughs, and in Bristol and 
Brighton. 

__ Although the P.C.L.P. claims to be non-political 

we are not a political party,” declared its 
Founder-President, R. J. Scrutton) the tone of its 
publication PaRLiaMEeNT and its mectings 
show little enthtsiasm for the war effort. 

“ We have cause to wonder why we are fighting 
this war,” declared Mr. Scrutton in the April issue 
of Partiamenr Christian. “ Are we fighting Ger- 
many to adopt her system and to relieve her of the 
responsibility of running a Continental monopoly? 
It would seem like it.” 

At one of their recent Regional Assemblies in 
London, at a discussion on the Keynes proposals 
for an International Clearing Union, the London 
President, Mr. N. T. Davidson, attacked the pro- 
posaJs as meaning the domination of Wali Street 
and leading to “ usury-slavery ™ (an interruptor 
declared that that was what happened to Germany. 
Another said that the best parts of Europe had gone 
to America for Lease-Lend). The real author of the 
plan, said the speaker, was an Austrian refugee 
named Eisler. It represented the law of gold, which 
was the law of Babylon: He denounced the present 
financial control of faodstuffs, and said if we went 
on like this there would be another war in 25 years. 

A motion was carried unanimously that P.C.L.P 
principles should be included in any international 
post-war settiement plans. One speaker quoted “the 
founder of the House of Rothschild " as having said 
that to obtain control of nations one should obtain 
control of their creda, “ That's all the war was 
brought about for,” someone interjected. Another 
speaker declared: “ Stop the war or we'l! be annihi- 
lated ” She added that.the war was for the purpose 
of digging in the moncylenders, and that her sons 
had chalked up anti-war slogans before the war 
began. . For that, she said, the Communists had 


threatened her lite, and had smashed up her home . 


and stolen ber moncy. The Keynes plan, she said, 
was a Federal Umion one—" and you know who the 
Secretary of that is. Enough sai.”

i) you ever heard of the. Frankenstein 
monster in a novel by Mary Shelley, wife of 

the poet? It is a story of a monstrous being 
created by a man named Frankensi¢cin, and when 
he had brought ut to life he found that he had no 
control over its actions and he was forced to destroy 
it. Similar stories were told by the Rabbis in the 
Middie Ages 

The best-known Golem, or monster story is that 
of the Hohe Rabbi Low of Prague. The Rabbi was 
born mm the 16th century, in the town of Worms. 
His father was a very pious man and he brought his 
son up to be a great scholar. Not only did the 
young lad study the Torah and the Talmud but he 
learned many sciences and languages. Eventually, 
he became Chief Dayan ‘o the Jewish community 
in Prague. At that time,. as at so many other 
times, there were many false accusations against the 
Jews, and the Rabbi humbly prayed to God to show 
him. the best way to destroy these wicked rumours. 
One night, while he was praying, he heard a voice 
say, “ make an image of day in the shape of man 
and by this thou wilt succeed.” 

The next morning, the Rabbi called two of his 
intimate friends and told them the message he had 
received and asked them to help him. or seven 
days the three learned men considered the best 
methods, and one midnight they went to the river 
bank where the clay was soft. There they moulded 
the figure of a tall thin man. When it was cont- 
pleted, the Hohe Reb Low pronounced the Holy 
Name of God mio its ears, and as he spoke the 
words the eyes of the Golem opened and looked 
at the three men. 

. The Rabbi told it to rise. 
they clothed it and gave it instructions. 
it nodded to shew it understood. 

Many good deeds did the Golem perform and at 
long last a new law was issued, saying that the Jews 
should no longer be persecuted, as it was found that 
the wicked deeds rumoured ahout them were untrue. 
Great were the rejoicings in the city of Prague. 

Now. the Rabbi knew that the Golem was no 
longer ry and so he took away its life by 
reversing the words that he had whispered into its. 
ears when he first brought it to life. 

Many other stortes are told, and some say that it 
only worked on. ys and resied on the Shabbat 


Instantly it obeyed and — 
Each time 


like humans, while others, on the contrary, say that 
the Golem war created chiefly to be the “* Shabbat 
Goy.” that is.to make the fires on the cold winter 
Sabbaths or heat the ovens to warm the dinners. 
These stories say that the Golem had his instructions 
given to him on Friday afternoons and he was able 
to remember the next day what was required of him. 
When he was not wanted for any duties, 
quictly m his master’s study without any movement 
whatsoever and only at the sound of his master’s 
voice would he rouse himself and then nod and go 
and perform the duties asked of him.

planning devoted to the preparation of the -hhomes 


of the future. 

In thts problem of good housing Jewish women 
can and should play an important réle. They have 
justly earned for themselves a reputation for home- 
making, and they can have a significant: influence 
on the whole social fabnc of the post-war world if 
they will canalise their gifts for the general well- 
being of the community. 

Already non-Jewish women's organisations, like 
the Townswomen’s Guilds, have drawn 


memoranda on the subject of post-war housing, and. 


are gathering plans for the most suitable archi- 
tectural and structural models to put forward at the 
right moment. Jewish women's organisations must 
do likewise. They must begin on the problems of 
those who will feel the pinch of the acute shoriage 
of houses that will .inevitably follow this period, 
when, not only have no new houses been built but 
thousands of homes have been destroyed by enemy 
action. 

This ts specifically a woman's job. Gone are the 
days when women were content to inhabit the 
gloomy. apartments of the speculative builder's 
offering, with their dark basements, approached by 
perilous flights of wunlighted stairs, with a tota! 


absence of cupboards, and with too many dark 


corners, ‘Gone, too, are the careless arrangements 
that placed the larder in the sunniest spot and poked 
the living room into a situation with a permanent 
north light. 


The Worst Remedied 


Women have already made themselves sufficiently 
articulate to remedy the worst of these building 
atrocities and even before the war the relics of that 
bad period of housing were so insistently spurned 
that they had to be used for commercial purposes 
or left vacant, while those to whom they were offered 
sought more convenient and attractive dwellings out- 
side the cities. But even hére the evil of the specula- 
tive Builder has often continued, and shoddy 
buding is a very serious problem for the home- 
maker, 

The Jewish housewife ef the period between the 
two wars, as so often, was in the vanguard of the 
better home-makers who turned their backs on the 


inconvenient houses of the past and went farther 


afield to find attractive labour-saving houses at com- 


paratively great distances from their friends and old 


associations. 

She did more. She was among the first to set a 
new standard of hygiene, comfort, and beauty for 
the small house. She incorporated in her modest 
dwelling many of the amenities and labour-saving 
devices that had hitherto been the éxclusive posses- 
sions of the privileged classes. ' 

Naturally Jewish women were not alone in this 
movement (but there is some evidence for the claim 
that their initiative and example in many districts 
set the pace for the rest of the neighbourhood to 
speed up their demands for such household facilities. 
And it is now time for Jewish women boldly to claim 
@ piace in the leadership of good home-making | 

The war, unfortunately, has made most serious 
inroads into the home. Replacements and renova- 
tions are Often impossible, and those setting up new 
homes are confronted with untold difficulties of 
supply. Jewish women must help in seeing that one 
of the first post-war measures is not only the full 
provision.of hygienic and tabour-saving home equip- 
ment but that this trend continues. 


No children can grow up with positive virtues of 


good citizenship if they are surrounded by ugly, 
dirty homes, deprived of sun and air through bad 
house constmiction, and fed on ill-prepared, taintéd 
food because their mothers have not the means of 
storing or preparing it hygienically.. A Jewjsh 
housewife’s plan for the homes of the future would 
be a worth-while contribution towards better soci 
conditions for everybody. 


“SMALL TRADERS’ INSURANCE 
No Cover: No Compensation 


Smaii traders and manefacturcrs and professional men 
are reminded by the Board of Trade that uniess they insure 
their stocks and cauipment they run a grave risk of losing 
them without receiving a pefiny in compensation. In sress- 
ing the wisdom of this precaution, the Beard points out 
that two insurance schemes are availabic to them. 

The insurance of stocks is only compulsory if they are 
worth more than £1,000—or £200 im the single cxaception of 
licensed food retailers—but there are large numbers of cstab- 
lishments, such as those of bootmakers, tailors, tobacconists, 
and grocers, whose stocks run bdclow this figure and who 
would receive nothing, if these stocks were uninsured and 
were destroyed by enemy action. 

Under the ¢ ity Insurance Scheme they can cover 


@very £100 of stock for half-a<rown a month—any firc 


insurance company or Lioyd’s broker will act as agents-— 

and traders would be well advised not only to cover their 

entire stock, but to base the amount of insurance on the 

ap of replacements. Claims ate paid as soon as the amount 
setibed. 


The insurance of ecquipment—the machinery of small 


manufacturers, the accessorics of shops. the professional 
books of professional men, and the furniture for the use 
of boarders in boarding houses, are typical itcme—can be 
eflected under what is known as the Business Scheme. Here 
again the limit for voluntary cover is £1,000, the cost being 
Ss. for every £100 for a period of six months. Losses of 
less than £100 are paid when they are settled, but losses 
above this amount will not be paid until after the war. 
Interest. at 24 per cent will, however, accrue as from the 
date of loss.
